vioes, informed us that some member of the 
Prussian Zapplon worn ob Zedo far the purpose of obtaining 


the ratification of the Treaty between Japan and their Sove- 
reign. On arriving at Yedo they took up their quarters at the 
French Legation temple-resideuce, Saikaid’i, much to the be- 
wilderment of the Japanese authorities, for on the 13th January 
the Gorogio sent Takimot and another Minister down, to beg 
the advice of the French Minister as to how they could best 
induce the former to leave their residence on shore, or, if they 
insisted on not returning to Yokohama, at least to go on board 
their ship. The Gorogio expressed their readiness to give the 
ratification of the Prussian Treaty in ten days, but in theinterval 
expressed great concern upon the continued residence of the 
Minister and Consul ashore. The French Minister declined the 
discourteous task of asking his guest to turn out, and gave the 
ministers the only advice he could give them, viz., to avoid all 
trouble by hastening the ratification of the treaty, which, as 
they intended to give in ten days, they might just as well give 
in as many hours, when doubtless the Prussian Minister would, 
as the other foreign Ministers have done, abstain from present 
residence at Yedo, excopt when called thither on business. 
The delay of ten days appears, however, to have been an insur- 
mountable necessity. It was not till the 22nd that the Prus- 
sian war-steamer Gazelle returned to Yokohama, bringing with 
it the desired ratifications, which were exchanged the day 
before. On the 21st the Vice-Ministers Suwa Inaba-no-Kathi 
and Tatsibana, Idsumi-no-Kamii went on board about one 
o'clock to receive the letter of the King of Prussia, being-fur- 
nished with:full powér to receive the same in the name of the 
Tycoon. ‘The ratifications were exchanged by Tamura Higo- 
no-Kami, The Minister Kawadsi Idsu-no-Kami, who is aboat 
to proceed as one of the Envoys to Europe, was also present. 


|The letter of the King being handed over, a salute of twenty- 


one guns wes fired, and this importint cerenony concluded, 
The Ministers, and their friends and suites, were then, at their 
request, shown over the frigate, and, after the enjoyment of an 
elegant repast, left, with every demonstration and expression of 
friendship and goodwill, The members of the Legation 
who officiated on the occasion were M. de Rehfues, the Minister ; 
M. Radowitch, Secretary of Legation ; and M. von Brandt, the 
Consul, The Japan Herald obeerves iu reference to the 
event :— The successful issue of the negotiations at this 
eventful period, when the great sim of the Japanese would ap- 
pear to be to circumscribe and hamper foreign relations, was 
more than could have been reasonably confidently anticipated, 
and it is to be hoped that these circumstances will be well 


fi considered, and a due importance attached to them, when sn 


approving Sovereign shall mete out to these his energetic 
servants that honour and reward which doubdless will convey 
his sense of this important service.” 

The new Embassy is now on ifs way to Europe. It was 
arranged with the French admiral, at a conference held on 
board the Semiramis on the 28th January, that the Japanese 
Ewbassy (three Ambassadors and suites) would embark officially 
on board His Imperial Majesty’s steamer Monge on the 2od 
February, at three o'clock. A salute of seventeen guns was to 
be fired by tho frigate, and acknowledged by the Kanagawa 
forts. The Embassy would be conveyed to Shanghai on board 
the Monge (which would take her departure about the th or 
6th), and proceed by the French mail line to Marseilles, pase 
sages having been arranged for at Shanghai 
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Some important reductions have been. made in the import 
duties on certain descriptions of foreign merchandise. A con- 
ference was held on the 26th January between the French 
Minister and some of the Japanese authorities, whereat it was 
agreed that in future the duties on wines and spirits should be 
reduced to 5 per cent., and on Parisian articles to 6 per cent. 

One of the principal grievances foreigners present at or 
trading with Yokohama port have bad to submit to, has been 
the enormous rates of duty payable..upon.imports both for 
foreign use and forsale tothe Japauese. The duty upon wines 
vand spirits was 35 per cent.,.and the general duty (save upon a 
few excepted articles) 20 per cent. When the former Japanese 
Embassy was in London and Paris in 1862, one of the con- 
ditions upon which the English and French Governments con- 
sented to the pastponement of the opening of Yedo, Ossacca, 
&c., was the revision of these duties, and in compliance 
with this arrangement the ambassadors were, on their 
return, appointed commissioners to treat with the ministers, 
who received power on behalf of their respective Go- 
vernments as to the time and nature of these reductions 
delay as usual has taken place, but the necessity arising 
to the Japanese to send another embassy home, they see also 
the necessity to go with clean hands as to the performance of 
the promise made by the former embassy. They ate quite shrewd 
enough to “propitiate the favourable reception of their new 
mission by obtaining, even at tho last moment, the credit of 
having performed their former contract. Accordingly, on the 
26th the two same Ministers had an interview with Mons, du 
Bellecourt, and having told the French Minister they had come 
upon this subject and referred to their promises made in Paris, 
began treating with him as to the amount of reduction and the 
articles upon which it should be made. 15 per cent., then 10 
per cent. were proposed, and ultimately the duties above stated, 
5 per cent. on wines and spirits, and 6 per cent. upon all articles 
coming under the denomination “articles de Paris "—watches, 
clocks, mirrors, furniture, &.—were agrecd to, They have since 
waited upon the British Charge d’Affaires and communicated to 
him in like manner this their tardy compliance with the obliga- 
tions made in 1862. 

A Convention has also been concluded by the Japanese 
with General Pruyn, the United States’ Minister, with the 
similar object of reducing duties. ‘This document is couched 
in the following terms :— c 

For the purpose of encouraging and facilitating the commerce of citi- 
zens of the United States in Japan, and after duc deliberation, His Ex- 
cellency, Robert H. Pruyn, Minister Resident of the United States in 
Japan, and His Excellency Sabata Sadataro, Governor of Foreign Affairs, 
both having full powers from their respective Governments, have agreed 
on the following articles, viz. : 

Article .—The following articles used in the preparation of packing 
of teas shall be free of duty :—Sheet-lead, solder, matting, rattan, oil for 
painting, indigo, gipsum, firing-pans, baskets. 

Article I.—The following articles shall be admitted at the reduced 

. duty of 5 per cent. Machines and machinery, drugs and medicines.* 
* Jron, in pigs or bars, sheet iron and iron-wire, ‘tin-plates, white sugar, in 
loaves or crushed, glass and glass-ware, clocks and watches, watch-chains, 


wines, malted and spirituous liquors. 
Article [1I.—The citizens of the United States importing or exporting 








goods shall always pay the duty fixed thereon, whether such goods are in- 
tended for their own use or not. 

Article 1V.—This convention having been agreed upon a year ago, and 
its signature delayed through unavoidable circumstances, it is hereby 


agreed that the same shall go into effect at Kanagawa on the 8th Februar 
next, corresponding to the first day of the first month of the fourth 
Japanese year of Bunkiu-Ne, and at Nagasaki and Hakodadi, on the 9th 
day of March next, corresponding to the first day of the second month of 
the fourth year of Bunkiu-Ne. 

Done in supiruplicate, each copy being written in the English, 
Japanese, and Dutch languages, all the versions having the same meaning, 
but the Dutch version shall be considered as the original. In witness 
whereof, the above-named Plenipotentiaries have hereunto set their hands 
and seals at the City of Yedo, the 28th day of January, of the year of our 

ord one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four, and of the Independence 
of the United States the eighty-eighth corresponding {to the twentieth 
day of the twelfth month of the third year of Buokiu-Ne of the Japanese 
era. Rost. H. Pavyx, Srsata SaDaTaro. 

During the last week (states the Japan Herald of the 16th 
January) the Japanese in our neighbourhood have suffered 
severely from the occurrence of fires, On Sunday last a very 
extensive one raged for some hour or more at Kanagawa, and 
must have committed great havoc. On Thursday another, also 
of very serious character, occurred at Kanegawa-dzi Koyas 
(the spot, or close to it, where poor Richardson was murdered) ; 
and several conflagrations of a slighter character are reported ; 
but all sink into insignificance by the side of the reports of the 
destruction of so large a portion of the city of Ossacca, that

the ruins are said to be scarcely comprised within a belt of five 
miles in circumference. 

The first annual-statutory meeting of the British Episcopal 
Church Society for the year 1864, had been held at the British 
Consulate. Mr. S. Maine, the treasurer, brought up his 
accounts for the year, which were of the most satisfactory 
character, and were received and adopted by tho meeting 
nem. con, A list of the subscribers towards the erection of the 
church, showing the collection of the sum $1,500, having been 
handed in ; it was moved by Mr. Macpherson, seconded by 
Mr, Marshall, “That the Consul be requested to apply to the 
Seeretary of State for Foreign Affairs’ for the equivalent sum 
of $1,500 to make up the $3,000 originally advanced for the 
erection of the church.” This having been unanimously 
aodpted, thanks were voted to the late treasurer and 
trustees, Mr. Bourne was requested to act as treasurer, 
and Messrs, W. Marshall and M. Bourne were requested 
to act as trustees for the ensuing year. Votes of 
thanks were then unanimously passed to various donors to the 
church, viz. :—To the visitors at Yokohama, for the gift of the 
harmonium ; to Captain Vyse, for the church stove; to Mr, 
Eusden, for the font; and to Mr. Flowers, for the lectern, 
A short discussion arose on the question of obtaining further 
fittings and embellishments ; but it appeared to be the general 
opinion that the public having subscribed so frequently and 
so liberally of late to matters in connection with the church, 
some time should be allowed before further calls should-be made 
upon them. The chairman himself took this view, and in the 
course of his remarks dropped the observation, that “he con- 
sidered there had been a disposition towards too many emblems 
of late.” This remark was met by general expressions of con- 
currence ; and it having been moved by Mr. Macpherson and 
seconded by Mr. Wilgoss :—“ That all designs for the adornment 
and embellishment of the church shall be submitted to the 
Committee, and shall be approved by them ; and that all gifts 
offered to the church shall be sanctioned by the Committee 
previously to being placed in the fabric, the end being the pre- 
servation of that unanimity so desirable in Church mattors,” 
the resolution was carried unanimously. A resolution having 
been passed that the chaplain should confer with the committee 
upon the form and manner of all notifications of services, &., 
the meeting adjourned. 

Lewis Martin, a Portuguese steward of the British ship Fore- 
runner, was charged at the Consular Court on the 15th January 
with tho commission of jan assault with intent to do grievous 
bodily harm upon George Caerns, the chief mate of that vessel, 
It appeared that the prosecutor was taking a doze upon cne of 
the cabin seats, when the prisoner stealthily entered and atruck 
him a tremendous blow over the face with a small axe, miss- 
ing, as it seems, the blow with the head of the axe, but still 
inflicting a contusion of a most severe character. It also 
appeared that the prisoner had made use of threatening 
language to others as to his intention at some opportunity to 
“cook the goose” of the prosecutor. The prisoner was ably 
defended by Mr. Crutchley. The Court found the charge fully 
proved, and sentenced the prisoner to six months’ imprisoument © 
with hard labour. 

A correspondent of the Herald complains of the serious 
difficulties thrown iv the way of trade by the Japanese 
authorities. He writes :— 

Suddenly merchants in Yokohama disappear, and on inquiry we are pro- 
babiy told that one has been threatened by 0 writing, and another by 
visit of a Loonin. Next comes down the dwelling or shop, and we fiad 
that he and all his house have departed to a place where there is more 
safety, ifnot so many opportunities of amassing wealth. Beyond this, trade 
is stopped in a still more effectual manner. One morning we heard that 
nine men, some merchants, and some officers of the Boat-house, had been 
murdered in Yedo, and for two days trade was stopped. On inquiry we 
are answered with a single word “ Loonin.” We are told by the native 
merchants here that no imports are allowed to goto Yedo—still  Loonin” 
as the reason. Loonins there may be, it is true, but they are Go- 
vernment Loonins, who live in the Guard-houses in the streets 
of Yedo, and receive bribes to jit traffic and commerce, 
‘The two last-named causes appear to have succeeded better to gratify 
the aims of the Tycoon’s Government than any before adopted. Two- 
thirds of the merchants’ houses are closed, and trade is rapidly com- 
ing to the point which the Government so ardently desire, namely, to 
have only two or three native traders (and those perhaps Government 
men) in the post. What price shall we then have to pay for our exports, 

fo 


and what may we expect for our imports? A hard « Mexican” presents 
man; attractions to pa EH, but they are more than counterbalanced 
by the fear of losing his head. ‘The Japanese Government kaow this, and 
take their measures accordingly. 

While writing the foregoing, Thear that three Japanese marchagts, by 
name Eraziab, Euraziah, and Izmaiah, have been arrested and sent, to 
gaol for she crime of bringing silk to this market, end I have been told 
that a servant of a gentleman here has been informed by some unknown 
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visitors that the house he occupies is by far too good for one in his sta- 
tion of life. 

Larest.—The steamer Fokkein arrived at Hong Kong on the 
14th Feb. from Yokohama, bringing dates to the 8th Feb. The 
Japanese steam fleet left Yedo on the Sth inst., conveying, as it 
was said, the Tycoon to Miaco. The Ambassadors composing 
the new mission embarked on the Gth on board H.IM.'s ship 
Monge for Shanghai, whence they will proceed, per Messagerics 
Imperiales line, for Marseilles. 


CHINA. 
PEKING, 

From the capital there is no news of importance. The 
river is frozen, and the winter is a severe one. Sir Frederick 
Bruce, it is rumoured, leaves shortly for England, on leave of 
absence. It is not yet known who will act as locum tenens to 
his Excellency. 

The relations existing between the foreign Ministers and the 
Chinese authorities remain upon the most friendly footing. 
We understaud that the local militia in the province of Chib-li 
has been transferred to the command of the provincial magis- 
trates, and no longer remains in the hands of private indivi- 
duals. Our countrymen in the capital have vindicated their 
claimto the Euglish name by initiating races. We publish 
below an account of the proceedings :— 

The first amateur races which have ever taken place at Pe- 
king were held on Thursday, the 17th December last, at the 
Anting plain, to the northward of the city. They were got up 
by the¢Student-Interpreters of H.B.M.’s Legation and of the 
Imperial Chinese Maritime Customs, and consisted of pony 
races for various distances, varying from half mile to two 
hundred yards. A dense crowd of Chinese, Mongolians, and 
Thibetans soon assembled near the winning post, and appeared 
to derive unlimited satisfaction from the riding and speed of 
the ponies, and to enter heartily into the spirit of the race. 

The course was attended by the Ministers of the different 
foreign Legations at Peking, aud the gentlemen of their suites. 

As a guarantee that the want of liberal fecling usually attri- 
buted to the missionary body has no place among the learned 
and hardworking gentlemen who have chosen Peking as their 
field of labour, we may mention that we observed at least one 
reverend gontleman on the course lending his countenance to 
this thoroughly English amusement.

SHANGHAI 

"The dates are down to the morning of the 9th February. 
The English Mail of 26th November and 10th December had 
arrived. ‘The French Mail of 17th December, which arrived 
at Hong Kong on the 30th January, does not appear to have 
reached Shanghai. The Chinese new year holidays had checked 
business as usual. The prevalence of outrages in the settle 
ment is of serious consequence.

We understand that the arrangements proposed to be entered 
into for the purpose of extending the efficiency of the Land 
Office in the British Consulate are now completed, and that the 
vote passed at the last meeting of the land renters will be 
carried out by the levy of a small fee, to be collected on the 
value of registered land. This is computed at a minimum of 
8,000,000 taels, a scarcely perceptible percentage on which will 
yield an income of several thousand tacls per annum. This 
Will, it is believed, be amply sufficient for the purpose of organ- 
ising a land department in the British Consulate, which will 
meet the requirements of the leaseholders and the community 
generally, as well as the expenditure requisite in executing an 
accurate and reliable plan of the settlement, which has so long 
been urgently required, 

Suggestions for Proposed Land Office. 

I. The establishment of the proposed office will enable several useful 
changes to be introduced, and the current business to be conducted with 
increased desratch and efficiency. Among the proposed changes are: — 

1. Abolition of Sub-Register system, and issue of title deeds on all 
occasions. 

= Cancelling of old and complicated title deeds, and issue of new 

leeds. 


8. Regalar issue of classified land lists. 

4. Preservation and registry of uniform plans of land. 

IL Land fee to be raised from the land exhibited in the semi-annual 
of the renters. By this means any Consulate in which an organised 
land office may be required, will be able to levy its revenue on the amount 
of business actually transacted.

An Imperial Proclamation has been issued by the Futai, de- 
claring all title to land in Soochow purchased by Europeans 
invalid, Copies of the proclamation have been posted on the 
walls of the city and about the settlement. We believe seve- 
ral parties became purchasers of land, somo at low rates, and 
others at fair rates, prior to the evacuation of Soochow by the 
rebels, considering that the title would be valid enough, and 
that such purchases would be remunerative when peace was 
restored and trade in action. Such purchasers seem likely 
to be doomed to disappointment, as by this proclamation they 
cannot hold the land they have bought. It may be imagined 
that such purchasers will be able to re-sell to Chinamen. This 
we believo cannot be done, as the Chinese executive will not 
recognise any transfer of land from Europeans, under the pre- 
tenca that they are not landowners. 

The Fennella and Louisa have been chartered by the Chinese 
Government to convey back to Nghui tho refugees who had 
been driven from their homes during tho civil war which has 
been raging through that part of the country. Large numbers 
arrive daily here from the country awaiting a passage; among 
them is a large number of “ Braves,” who return to Hu-nan. 

The necessity of an efficient river police is demanded. It 
appears that the present water police themselves are among 
the worst thieves; and that the police, taken altogether, of 
Shanghai, are a myth. Little by little, Government matters 
here are drifting into a crisis which, we hope, will work out a 
remedy not worse than the disease. 

We hear from Ningpo that the Siamese steamer, Viscount 
Canning, Captain Shauning, when anchoring off the White 
Dogs, on her way from Hong Kong, had the misfortune to 
break her shaft, so causing her passage up to be twenty days 
in duration, The vessel’s destination is Shanghai, though it 
will not be possible for her to leave Ningpo for a fortnight. | 

A soldier of the 67th regiment was attacked on the Yang- 
king-pang Creek, on what is called the French road from Sicka- 
wei, by 8 Chinaman armed with a knife: The so’dier was quite 
unarmed, and succeeded in preventing the Chinaman from 
wounding him, but observing two or three men coming to the 
assistance of the man who commenced the attack, be took to 
his heels, and immediately met two gentlemen on horseback, 
The Chinaman escaped into a sampan, and tho Europeans, 
reflecting that they were unarmed, did not pursue them. No 
doubt-the object of the assault was to plunder tho soldier of his 
medals, or whatever he might have about him, 
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The native and foreign rowdies who have during the past 
month taken such care to distinguish themselves in Shanghai 
gave on last Thursilay evening a further proof of their activity. 
‘At about half past six o'clock the shop of a poor fellow who 
lives in Market Lane, a small street running from Church: street 
to Barrier Road, was entered by a gang of Cantonese aimed 
with knives, whé searched the house, seizing everything of 
-value‘contained in it, and getting away safely with booty amount- 
ing to about three hundred dollars, Where the police were on 
the occasion is a mystery which we do not attempt to fathom. 
In Shanghai we have no areas, and no confiding “servant gals.” 
The police might therefore be expected to do something some- 
times—to be at least iv at the death, and, if not able to pre- 
vent av outrage, to manage to report it. 

_ We extract from the Friend of China as follows :— 
(To the Friend of China.) 

Messrs. Editors, — I met with an incident this morning 
which I think mcrits a public rebuke. Riding past the Prus- 
sian Consulate with a gentleman and lady companion, I ob- 
served that a large number of stones had been removed from 
my land, which fronts upon that site, and I immediately made 
inquiries of the French keeper of a gate near by, and was told 
that the stones had been taken and carried away by the sol- 
dicrs of the quarters near there. J immediately went to the 
quarters and expressed a wish to sce the officer in command. 
A young man kindly offered to call the colonel. A man soon 
made his appearance; who he was I know not. His conduct 
was that of a biackguard. Before I could state my complaint 
T was told to “clear out,” “go away.” I immediately rejoined 
that he had better behave in a gentlemanly manner, and hear 
what Ihad to say. He again, in a coarse, brutal manner, repeated 
the order to “go away,” adding that I had no land about there, 
and if I didn’t go off, he would have me arrested at once! I 
replied that be had better “try it.” He finding I persisted in 
my purpose, é.e., the making of my complaint, and was not to 
be intimidated by his violent threats and outrageous conduct, 
immediately turned and went away, stating “I could stay there 
as long as I liked,” 

Now, if he expects to stifle my complaints, and screen 


. villainous depredations committed upon my property apparently 
- with bis sanction, he'll find himself mistaken, if there is any 
-- justice and virtuc in the powers that be. 


If we are to submit to these armed depredations, it is well 
for the public to know it. Freperick G. Warp.

A statement of this kind from so respectable a quarter 
merits the attention of the public who have property in that 
direction, i.e, ncar the Beloochee Barracks. No doubt Mr. 
‘Ward’s property has been abstracted ina moment of necessity, 
when stone was needed for the outer defences. At the same 


‘time we must consider his treatment by the officer in command 


as very ungentlemanly, uuless that individual entirely disclaims 
the intention of insulting a gentleman of Mr. Ward’s standing. 
This is not the first time we have heard complaints of that 
officer, 

Civilians here are accustomed to receive the highest courtesy 
from our brave defenders, and it is with pain we learn of Mr. 
Ward’s having been so grossly insulted. We will still hope that 
the commander of the Ningpo Joss house troops was under a 
false impression when he went so far as to threaten to arrest 
Mr. Ward. 

“ Military men ought to understand that they are the servants 
of the public, and zo¢ their master ; and that as their code is 
carried out to the very ideal of honor and fairness, they should 
not only provent the robbery of private property, but also show 
their respect to civilians who are gentlemen, and their superiors 
perbaps in some things, and certainly their equals, when it is a 
question of right and wrong. 

No doubt the gentleman in command of the Ningpo Joss 
house force will extricate himself from the charges of Mr.

Major Gordon’s Anglo-Chinese forces remain inactive pending 
answers from Peking relative to the cruel treachery of the 
mandarins at Soo-chow. s 

We extract from the North China Herald :—Amongst the 
other inoidents which have occurred during the past. fortnight, 
we regret to have to announce the wreck of the Fire Cracker, 
long known as one of the most successful river steamers, Tho 
S.SNN. Co's steamer Kiangsi arrived in Shanghai on lait Sature 
day afternoon, and reported the steamer Fire Cracker badly on 
shore about sixty miles above Kiukiang. The water in the 
river is now so low that captains are obliged in various places 
to seek for channels. We understand that it was while groping 
for a channel that the Fire Cracker struck on a rock previously 
unknown, The SS.N. Co’s steamer Shansi left yesterday with 
a lorcha in tow, in order, if possible, to save some part of the 


cargo. 

We have had a large fire in the neighbourhood of the eettle- 
ment, which at one time seemed likely to lead to the most 
serious results. It originated amongst a quantity ‘of coals 
stored in a Chinaman’s compound, in the immediate neighbour- 
hood of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co.'s silk factory. A 
large body of municipal police, accompanied by Mr.’ Gould, 
secretary of the municipal council, brought up the Paon-shun 
engine, and the Kwang-lung engine was also quickly on the 
spot. A party of the 67th Regiment and a body of seamen, 
besides some Indian troops, were marched up, and proved most 
indefatigable in pulling down the surrounding houses, For- 
tunately the wind was westerly, else the silk factory would in 
all probability have been destroyed. 

Two seamen belonging to H.M.’s gunboat Starling got 
intoxicated on shore, and while in that state took a sampan 
in order to return to the ship. When in the act of going up 
the side they missed their footing and fell into the water. 
Lieutenant Campbell, of the Hardy, succeeded in saving one of 
them, but the other never rose to the surface. We understand 
that this is the second occasion upon which Lieutenant, Camp- 
bell has saved the life of a drowning man. 

Soocnow.—We understand that the Futai of this province 
has engaged to convey back to their homes the rebol soldiery 
who came over at the time of the fall of Soochow. Most of 
these men are natives of the country around Anking. The 
Fenella and the Louisa have accordingly been chartered up the 
river. Shanghai has been made the depot, and large numbers 
are now every day pouring in to wait their turn for embarka- 
tion. 

From Quinsan we have received information to the effect 
that Kia-shing has tendered its allegiance, but. that the Ping 
Wang has refused to accept Ching’s guarantee for hia safety, 
and will not come over unless a civil mandarin named Sich, 
pledges himeelf for the safety of the garrison. It js said that 
Sieh has-been sent to inquire into the matter. « 

The Firefly was seized by the Imperial troops ‘near Chang- 
chow-fu, on the 22nd of January. It is said that after her 
recovery she was blown up by the mandarin Ko-ta-jen, but 
as to this no accurate reports have been receiv “As to the 
capture, however, there is no doubt.

‘We learn that a meeting of foreign property holders was held 
at Hankow on tha 18th January, on which cocanion'e mater 
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°f great importance to all those connected with the Hankow 
‘rade was brought forward. It sppears that the credit system 
has been for some time gaining strength, so that, although 
formerly the timo allowed for payment did not exceed a 
fortnight or three weeks, now a merchant, in order to effect a 
sale, is compelled to give from a month to six weeks’ credit, aud is 
even considered fortunate if he receives payment at the end 
of that time. This evil has grown so rapidly, that it now 
assumes a shape really dangerous tothe safe and satisfactory 
conclusion of business arrangements. It was therefore put to 
the meeting, as representing the body of merchants, whether 
they would agree not to do business, except for cash on 
delivery within twenty one days, or forfeiture of five per 
cent. bargain money, to be paid at the time of sale, 
The sense of the meeting was decidedly in favour of the 
measure, but some of the representatives of Shanghai 
firms declined to announce their decision until after 
consultation with the heads of their respective houses. An 
amateur theatrical company has been formed at Hankow.

Certainly, this pro- 
jion seems of the wrong nature, One vessel, which was chartered 
From this last, year to bring down rice, had to load up with the very mat 
bags which the people bad prepared for their own rice, but were unable 
to fill. As for junks, there is not now one to be seen ; and yet this is the 
state of affairs with which it is intended to disparage the active native trade 
of ten yearsago. But the writer we have quoted is lar to mention, 
‘as 8 sort of reason for the scarcity of shipping in the old time, the heavy 
restrictions that were placed upon trade, and instances the present free- 
dom from these, We are afraid he has not been more fortunate in this 
allusion than he was in the one we have just discussed. The vaunted 
freedom of the port of Saigon consists—first, in a tonnage due of 50 cents 
per register ton of all vessels casting anchor there except Freach ships 
and Spanish ships; second, in a charge of $1 per ton for landing or 
taking on board ballast ; third, in a light due of four cents per ton; and, 
lastly, in a pilotage, ranging from five to ten cents per ton, according to 
size. What would the merchants of Singapore say to port freedom of 
this sort? No; a charge such as this upon Shipping would damage the

On that day a tambangan, in which were 
the captain, a gentleman passenger, his wife, four children, 
and ® Chinese nurse, was capsized on the bar. Three of 
the children, the nurse, and one boatman were drowned. 
The lady and surviving child were brought on shore almost 
lifeless, but were fortunately restored. Captain Heath was 
mainly instrumental in saving the life of the gentleman and 
his wife, having succeeded in swimming to a boat near at 

hand, and returning with it to their rescue. 

The British ship Florence Adelaide, Captain Hilts, from Table 
Bay to Singapore, grounded on a shoal not marked in her 
charts, shortly after passing through the Caramatta passage, 
and filled so suddenly that the crew had scarcely time to lower 
their boats to save themselves, All had arrived at Batavia from 
Indramayoe, to which port they were taken by the Dutch ship 
Lammina Elisabeth, and would proceed to Singapore. 

The Hamburg ship Jacatra, 1,500 tons, Spring master, 
from Hamburg to Batavia with coals, caught fire off St. Paul’s 
and Amsterdam, and was burnt to the water’s edge. The captain

Save or 188 Errects or THE Late Mr. W. M. THackeray.—

which was built, some time ago,under his superintendence, on Kensington 
Palace-green, to witness the sale of his library, furniture, and other effects, 
which were disposed of by auction. The greatest attention appeared to 
be paid in the first instance to the library, and particularly to those books 
which Mr. Thackeray had made the chief object of his study. Among 
these were the old English novelists and poets, with Euripides, Sophocles, 
Homer, Horace, Virzil, and other classical writers. e pictures were 
not numerous, but they had evidently been selected with great care aud 
judgment.

people of different interests and origin, the Assembly sorrowfully express 
their sympathy with their Sovereign, who has lost such a servant, end with 
the people of the Indian Empire, who have been deprived cf such a ruler— 
80 well calculated to develop among them the career of conciliatory policy 
and wisdom he commenced in this island, where all honour his name and 
memory, and deplore their country’s loss.— Wat. Kxwatg, Clerk to the 
‘Assembly. 
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The imports of guano last year seem to have been on a larger

(From the New York Herald of March 1.)

» ous indignation that John Bull now begine to feel against that awful Alabama, 
now rising in-our favour. Once before a ship was fitted out in England,

he proved to be the worst pirate of all. Probably we may hare a repeti- 
tion of that history in the present case. But we suppose our interests 
are quite safe; for it can hardly be possible that Mr. Adams will fail to 
scrutinize very closely the whole history of this ship. If she is not all 
right he can stop her, as he has stopped others ; if she is all right he will 
merely sit still, and we suppose there will be no affidavits, The British 
Government, as we all know, bas no power in the absenc of affidavits.

THE NEW PROBLEM IN MARI(IME LAW. 
(THE TIMES.) 

While the legality of building ships in the country for the Confederate 
service is atill under discussion a question of equal nicety, respecting the 
legal character of Confederate prizes afterwards converted into “ tenders,” 
has been causing much anxiety to the Government of the Cape. The 
curious history of the Tuscaloosa is already knowa in part to the public, 
but a series of papers just laid before Parliament enables us to present it 
for the first time in a complete form. On the 19th of August last, Sir 
Baldwin Walker, the Admiral of the Cape station, and Sir P. E. Wode- 
house, Governor of the Cape colony, acquainted the Admiralty and the 
Colonial-office respectively, with the’ difficulty that had arisen about this 
vessel. She had first made her appearance in ‘Tuble-bay, about a fore 
night before, in company with the Alabama, whose“ tender” she was re- 
presented to be. On her arrival in Simon’s-bay Sir Baldwin's suspicions 
were at once aroused as to the lawfulness of recoguising in this capacity a 
ship which he had reason to believe was neither more nor less 
than an uncondemned prize, and, as such, liable to restoratioa 
whenever she should come within British jurisdiction, Accord- 
ingly he communicated with Sir P, Wodehouse, and received from 
him the copy of an opinion on the subject fram the Attorucy-Gene- 
ral of Capetown. This opinion, which purported to be foundeu 
on Wheaton's International Law, affirmed the p inciple that the em= 
ployment of a ship in the military service of a belligervut, under the au 
thority of the commander of a squadron, was prima saci: evidence of her 
being entitled to the privileges of a public vesse'. Sir Baldwin demurred 
alitde to the application of this principle where, as in the case of the 
Tuscaloosa, the prize thus clothed with an immunity from seizure has 
not been refitted for warlike purposes, and even retains her origina 
cargo on board. He also puinted out the abu-es ur evasions of our neu- 
trality which must inevitably arise from the adoption of such arule. His 
misgivings, however, were overruled by the sune Atturnzy-General’s 
opinion that as there were two guns on board the /‘uscalvusa (trans-hipped 
from the Alabama), and a Confederate officer in command, she belonged. 
to the Confederate navy. She was, therefure, allowed to complete ber 
necessary repairs, and leave the port freely. 

In the meantime, of course, the Consul of the United States was re- 
monstrating and protesting in the most emphatic terms agaiust the con+ 
cession of belligerent rights to a vessel captured on the hizh seas, nomi- 
nally commissioned oy Captain Semmes, without being condemned by a 
prize court, or even brought infra presidie but still rem: 
chantman in all essential respecis, Relying on the terms of Her Majesty’s 
Proclamation, he conteaded that the Tuscaloosa, as soon as she entered @ 
British port, was forfeited by the captors and reverted to her original 
owners, When the despatch of the Duke of Newcastle arrived it was

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found that the legal advisers of the Crown agreed more nearly with the 
doctrine of the Consul than with that of the Governor. Ther opinion 
was that the mere shipment of two small guns and the presence of ten 
men and an officer belonging to the Alabama would not divest her of her 
former character as a prize, or justify her admission to British waters. 
Upon receipt of this despatch, in December last, Sir P. Wodebouse not 
unnaturally applied for more precise instructions as to tho course which 
he should pursue in future. Before the end of December, how- 
ever, the Tuscaloosa returned to her anchorage in  Simor 
bay, “from cruising off the coast of Bra The Admiral 
had now to act to the best of his judgment upon the principles 
laid down in the last despatches from England. In concert with Sir P. 
‘Wodehouse, he resolved to detain her, having first elicited from her com. 
mander, Lieut. Low, that she carried no other credentials than the com- 
missions of her otficers, and had never been taken before any regular court. 
Lieut. Low loged a solemn protest against the seizure, founded, not s0 
muh on any independent arguments as_on the inconsistency in the con- 
duct of the colonial authorities. The Tus-aloosa had been permitted be- 
fore to remain in Simon’s Bay for seven days as aship of war, and no inti- 
mation had been given, either then or subsequently, of any exception to 
her assumed qual How, then, could she be treated differently on 
uiting back thither without a manifest breach of faith? It must have 
en 8 somewhat unpalatable duty to Sir P. Wodehouse, whose own view 
of th: matter was contrary to that of the Home Government, to turn a deaf 
ear to Lieut. Low's appeal. However, he considered he had no option 
but to carry out his orders, which seem to have had the hearty approval of 
Sir B. Walker. As the Consul for the United States declared his inability 
to take charge of the ship on account of the owners, she was consigned 
rovisionally to the Admiral’s custody, while the Consul received a timely 
Fint that like measures would probably be dealt out to a Federal prize 
commissioned at sea in a similar manner. This hint had special reference 
to the Alabama herself, which the captain of the Vanderbilt was counting 
upon converting—as soon as he could catch her—into a Federal cruiser, 
This time Sir P, Wodchouse had a fair right to hope that his treatment 
‘of the Tuscaloosa would satisfy his superior. He had sacrificed his own 
feelings and judgment to the Duke of Newcastle's peremptory direction, 
and incurred something like an official censure before the United S:ates’ 
Consul. His perplexitics, however, were not ended, for the next mail 
took out a short note from the Duke, dated March -4, ordering the restora- 
tion of the vessel to Lieutenant Low, or some other Confederate officer, 
and promising further explanations in a few davs. ‘These are contained 
in the last despatch of this correspondence, dated March 10, and when they 
reach Capetown, qualified as they are by expressions calculated to soothe 
the Governor's mind, cannot but impress him afresh with the ditficulty of 
acting as agent to a principal some thousands of miles of. ‘I! hey contirm 
the order for the release of the Tuscaloosa, not as requited by any rule of 
in:ernational law, but on the very grounds alleged by Lieutenant Low. 
At the same time the Duke transmits, on the part of the Government, a 
warning to Captain Semmes against any future transgres-ion of the same 
Lied. “Thus the affair ends for the present, and we are let to 
Jament the fatality which prevents questions of the utmost importance to our 
maritime rights and obligations from beiag settle on their real 
merits, The Alabana escaped by a trick, whiledall the lawyers 
were disputing over the legality of her equipment. ‘The Alexardra was 
scized, indeed, and has been made to run the gauntlet of the Courts; but 
it seems highly probable that the discovery of a technical and preliminary 
cbjection may thwart the attempt to get a final decision, The case of the 
Tuscaloosa illustrates a new problem in the law of maritime capture, but 
“ special circumstances" have intervened to spoil the solution of it, and 
dcprive us of a valuable precedent. From one point of view. perhaps, 
we ought not (o regret that a difficulty has thus been staved off, but in 
the interests of jurisprudence and of peace in the long run we cannot 
but wish that the issue had been fairly tried out, How far has a belligerent 
cruiser the right to burn her prize at sea, and, granting that she may Liw. 
f ully do this, subject to the consequences of mistaking neutral for enemy's 
property, how far may she commute this right for that of commissioning 
them then and there? Such questiors might not have become practical 
but for the peculiar position of theConfederate States. The possession of 
a naval force without the possession of a single port as a basis of opera- 
tions is a novel fact in warfare, and, as the fact itself has been recognised 
by ourselves and France, it is desirable to face and determine the new 
conflicts of right which necessarily arise out of

THE NAVAL GUNS.—KAGOSIMA. 

(March 10th). Lord C. PacET stated, in reply to questions put by Sir 
J. Elphinstone, and in answer to Mr. Berkeley, that that gentleman was 
mistaken in supposing that while the Americans had shell-guns in their 
ships, we had only the old round shot ; our ships had shell-guns, and the 
‘Admiralty was intent upon providing the navy with the most effective arma. 
ment, He honestly believed, he said, that in respect to guns we were 
more advanced than the French. In reference to the 110-pounder, the 
following statement was made by the same speaker:—I said that the Ad- 
miralty was not satisfied with the 110-pounder Armstrong; but while I 
paid that Idid not say that we disapproved it. I frankly say that we do 
not like it; but I do not wish the hon. member to think that we condemn 
iventirely. ‘This gun was used during the action at Kagosima, They 
had one on board the flag-ship, and the report of ‘its performance was this: 
that the vent pieces blew out, and that in one case the vent picce did a 
great deal worse than blowing out—it jammed. The consequence was that 
the gun was hors de combat for come time—about half an hour, But it 
‘is stated that its precision and range were extraordinary, and likewise that 
the precision in the bursting of its shells was something marvellous, That 
was the report from the flag-ship. On board the other ships they did not 
give so good a report. They said that the gun did not show very great 
precision. In fact, they condemned the 110 pounder Armstrong. On 
Yeading these reports I am disposed to admit that there are great defects ia 
this gun, but, at the same time, I think it has considerable advantages in 

















respect of its extent of range. Still, we have not been satisfied, and con=- 
sequently the Duke of Somerset, within the last two years, communicated 
to the War-office—and he did so before the death of Lord Herbert—his 
earnest desire that there should be a good, wholesome smooth-bore gun for 
the navy. 

BOMBARDMENT OF KAGOBIMA. 

(14th.) Mr. Layanp asked the indulgence of the House in mi 
statement in vindication of the character of two very meritorious and ex- - 
cellent public servants, Lieutenant-Colonel Neale and Admiral Kuper. 
(He: ear.) When information reached them of the sensation which 
had arisen in this country concerning the events which had taken place in- 
Japan, these gallant officers naturally felt very deeply pained. He bad 
this morning received a despatcly from Colonel Neale, relating the exact 
circumstances of the case, which he trusted the House would permit him 
to read, as due to the gallant officer and Admiral Kuper. The despateh 
would, of course, be immediately printed and circulated, but he was 
anxious to bring it before the House at the earliest moment. ( Hear, hear.) 
Colonel Neale wrote as follows 

“ Yokohama, Jan. 16, 


« My Lord,—The misconceptions which appear to have influenced the 
remarks of some of the public journals in England in respect to the pro= 
ceedings at Kagosima, as published in the London Gazete, I venture to 
conceive, render it proper that 1 should place upon record a series of 
facts, the official recital of which did not seem to me at the time to be of 
The statements of the Prince of Satsuma’s agents, 
herewith enclosed, were made in free and friendly conversation with the 
members of this Legation, while the indemnity money was in course of 
counting and reception. I deem it desirable to add that the population of 
Kagosima at no period exceeded 40,000 inhabitants, far less 180,000, as 
has been strangely imagined, to serve as a more striking text for com- 
ments ; and, further, that those 40,000 souls, men, women, and children, 
withdrew while their huts and paper houses incurred the risks attendant 
upon stray shot and shell from a British squadron, audaciously fired upon 
by numerous batteries because it had signalled its intention to obtain re- 
dress fora barbarous murder and outrage committed upon British sub- 
jects, for which all redress had been evaded. Subsequent events, the 
voluntary payment of the indemmity demanded, the formal obligation en- 
tered into to execute the murderers of Mr. Richardson when arrested, the 
professions of friendkhip cheerfully expressed by Satsuma’s envoys on 
behalf of their chief, their desire to cultivate friendly and social inter- 
course with the British nation, and their good humour and graceful offer= 
ings (of fruit) to the crew of the flagship of the British admiral after the 
facts of Kagosima, would all imply that the agents of Her Majesty dis- 
played a degree of caution and moderation duly appreciated by thoee 
most deeply interested, “T have, &e., 

“ Epwarp St. Joun Neate.” 

The second paper contained the purport of the conversation and state- 
ments of the agents of Prince Satsuma on the occasion of the payment of 
the indemnity money at Her Majesty’s. Legation, on the 11th of Decem- 
ber, 1863, and was as follows : 

“The agents for the payment of the indemnity stated that they had 
taken advantage of a coming typhoon at Kagosima to tire on the squadron, 
but that the typhoon had been the cause of the extent of the conflagration, 
and in consequence of there being no people in the town to put it out; 
that the number of soldiers collected in and about the batteries was 6,000 ; 
that immediately upon the appearance of the squadron, and even previously, 
as they had heard through Nagasaki it was coming, the Prince of Satsuma 






























; had ordered the inhabitants to retire into the villages, and that, therefore, 


no harm had happened to the people ; that if we returned to Kagosima 
we should find the town nearly restored to its original state; that reserves 
of soldiers were kept outside the batteries, but that it was difficult to get 
them to go into them to supply the place of those who were killed; that, 
immediately upon our taking the steamers, a horseman had been despatched. 
at full speed to ask the Prince of Satsuma what should be done, when he 
directed that the batteries should immediately open fire upon the squadron.

The great parliamentary event of the day is the passing of 
the new Ministerial Bill for the improvement of the colonial 
systetn of finances, on which great stress is laid in this country. 
After a smart debate in the Second Chamber of the States- 
General, the general principle of the Bill (the settlement of the 
Colonial Budget by a special enactment) was passed by thirty- 
nine to fourteen votes, and thus the Bill was virtually carried. 
The ninety-nine clauses of the Bill were thengone into seriatim, 
but more as a matter of form, for but little or no opposition 
was offered to them separately. The whole Bill was then read 
and triumphantly passed by fifty-eight votes to twelve, one 
member being unavoidably absent from illness, aud one seat 
being vacant bya late death, which thus accounts for the 
seventy-two members of the Second Chamber. &

Bastian Pot, Capt. van der Hoog ; Lichtstraal, Capt. Wierix ;

The two Japanese Daimios, Enomotto and Akamats, who 
have been to the seat of war in Denmark, have now returned 
to this country to resume their studics. After paying a visit 
to the Prussian headquarters at Gravenstein, and going to 
the outposts to take as close a view as possible of the Danish 
entrenchments at Duppel, they went back through Kiel and 
Lubeck, at which latter port they embarked for Copenhagen, 
and thence to Alsen, to see the Danish side of the Duppel en- 
trenchments. After that they re-embarked for Lubeck, and 
returned to this country, passing through Hamburg, Hanover, 
and Cologne. 

A little work has just been published by the firm of Vanden 
Heuvill and Van Santen, at Leyden, under the title of “The 
Report of Mr. Stieltjes on Improved Means of Transport in 
Java, with Notes by an Officer of Engineers of the East India 
Army.” The report in question bears date November 6, 1862, 
and was originally printed for private distribution among the 
members of the States-General, but subsequently made acces- 
nible to the public, and caused a deep sensation, especially those 
passages that were Icft out when presented to the Second 
Chamber, but now replaced, so that the whole report is now 
published. The report is of great importance, and enables the 
reader to gain a clear insight into the present state of the roads 
in Java, the necessity of an improvement, the means by which 
this can be achieved, and the author's opinions on railroads 
cand water communication, Not the least important part of 
the work is the preface and the notes, not only on account of 
their scientific and theoretical contents, but most especially in 
-@ practical point of view. ‘They are evidently from the pen of 
an officer of exporienco and tact, too independent to be led 
away by prejudice or party spirit. He judges very impartially, 
praises many parts of Mr. Stieltjes’ conduct, but condemns his 
opposition to the Governor-General and the Colonial Minister. 
I may add that he totally disapproves of the policy of granting 
piecemeal concessions for different lines of railroad. 

H.NM. steam corvette Princess Amalie, of 19 guns, Capt.- 
Lieut. J. J. Wichers, which sailed from this country on the 
18th of December last for the East India station, arrived at 
Paramaribo on the 6th of February, and was to proceed on 
her voyage on the 22nd of the same month.

COMMERCIAL. 

Correr.—It is scarcely to be wondered at that the company’s sale on’ 
the 16th inst. should have gone off so well, considering the small quan- 
tity offered for competition, the still fewer lots of clean-tasted and fa- 
vourite qualities, and the large number of dealers whose stocks are 
exhausted and must be renewed at any price. Some few lots went of 
considerably higher than the brokers’ valuations. Thus of the parcels in 
warehouse at Amsterdam, No. 26 yellow Havanns-like was valued by them 
at 48, and fetched 534, cents; No. 27, yellow, rather mottled, was valued 
at 46, and sold for 49}, cents; No. 41, bright coloured, valued at 47, 
realised 49 cents, and the same with the following parcels lying at Rotter- 
dam: No. I, yellow, valued at 47, fetched 49, cents, and No. 4, ‘ 
yellow berries, but rather damaged, valued at 474, sold at 49}, cents. But 
the greater part realised 4 to 1} cents above the brokers’ valuations, and 
every bag was sold. That the quantity offered by the company was far 
from adequate to the requirements of the trade is clear from the demand 
for private trade coffee, of which several thousand bags have been sold at 

+ to 46 cents for good ordinary Java, amongst which may be specified

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§: FURTHER JAPANESE COMMERCIAL TREATIES. 

“Capratn PEN” is again adding to the laurels he bas already 
acquired in the Far East by proving himself, as before, the able 
coadjutor of “Captain Prume.” The Japanese, indeed, have ; 
begun to manifest a confirmed preference for encountering the 
former rather than the latter gallant official. Possibly they 
have discovered themselves to be more equally matched with 
Europeans in a contest of “ conventions” than in one of cannon. 
Having determined on forwarding another Embassy to Europe, 
—which, in fact, may be expected at Marseilles next month— 
like experienced diplomatists as they are, they concluded it would 
be a point in their favour, towards further negotiations, 
to show that they had scrupulously carried out their former 
stipulations. To that feeling must be ascribed the fresh con- 
ventions with France and the United States for the reduction 
of duties on imports. The same sentiment probably prevented 
any further delay in the exchange of ratifications with Prussia; 
and has smoothed the way for a treaty between Switzerland 
and Japan, which our private information leads us to believe 
was signed at Yedo on the 3rd of February. All this, there 
ean be no doubt, has been done deliberately, and after consulta- 
tion with the notables of the State. A great council of Daimios 
‘Was, according to the ad vices just received, being held at Osaca, 
at which the Tycoon would be present hefore it separated, The 
difficulties bet ween Europe and Japan are to be referred to a keen 
encounter of wits, in which Oriental subtlety hopes to come off the 
victor,and to wrest certain desired modifications from the sluggish 
perception of the Westerns, We feel cvery confidence that 
Colonel Neatz will have put the Foreign-office at home in 
possession of whatever information it /‘can require on the 
points likely to be urged by the Japancse Envoys, Whether 
the Trooon is really in earnest in wishing to close Yokohama to 
foreign trade, or whicther that is the object aimed at by the 
Daimios, with the purpose of opening other ports, and of so 
distributing the benefit of the accruing wealth more equally over 
the country, it is hard to say in the present state of our informa- 
tion. The new treaties entered into with European nations, 
and the conventions reducing the import duties, cannot be looked 
on as emanations from a policy opposed to and dreading inter- 
course with foreigners. Yet, for some reason not apparent on 
the surface, it is clear that every possible impediment and diffi- 
culty is thrown in the way of commerce at Yokohama, and that 
such is the drift of the ‘I'ycoon’s policy alone. One thing is 
needful above all at the present juncture—and that is for Eng- 
Jand and France, and the other Governments really interested, to 
agree fully and firmly beforehand on all the matters that can 
possibly be raised for discussion by the Ambassadors about to 
arrive ; 80 that the boasted immobility and hatred to change of 
the East may, on this occasion, be compelled to give way before 
& mighty and resiatless concentration of European progres- 
Biveness.

OUR PROSPECTS IN JAPAN. 

Taat the recent policy of the British Government with’ 
regard to Japan has been a right policy, is proved beyond all 
question by the transactions of the last few months. The turm 
of events is so striking and so favourable to the interests of 
Great Britain, that those who were most disposed to cavil at the 
firm and resolute attitude assumed by our Government, are 
compelled to own that it has at least been partially successful. 
Last year it seemed as if all our efforts to hold peaceable 
intercourse with Japan were destined to be frustrated. We 
believed that if we maintained our position in the country it 
must be by force of arms, Some people, indeed, asserted that 
the bellicose movements which have attended our com- 
mercial prosperity in China would be enacted once again om 
Japanese soil. “Trade,” they said, “can never be established 
“ by the sword: to knock your man down first is scarcely the 
“ way to give him a kindly feeling towards you;” and they 
urged upon us the duty either of withdrawing from the empire, 
or of trying—-as if, forsooth, we had not tried often enough— 
the effects of conciliation, Most of our readers will remember 
that in a celebrated poem the same advice is gently tendere® 
to a butcher who is trying to drive a refractory sheep into his 
yard ; whereupon he immediately, seizes the unfortunate 
animal— 

And hugs and lugs and tugs him neck and crop, 

Just nolens volens through the open shop,” 
exclaiming, when he had done it, “There, I've conciliated him !” 
There is a moral in this story with regard to British policy im 
the Far East. Honest Tom, the butcher, was resolute, but he 
was not cruel. He used a summary process, but it was brief, 
and eminently satisfactory. He laid hold of his wether with 
vigour, and consigned him to the inevitable bourn, but he did 
it in a good English fashion, without any unnecessary words or 
blows. 

Now .it is certain that a firm, not a stern policy, is 
absolutely needful in our intercourse with Japan. Tho. 
statement has been reiterated ad nauseam, but it has never 
been confuted, that concessions only increase our difficulties 
in tnat strange country, and that Japanese statesmen, likes. 
all Eastern politicians, are incapable of understanding the 
motives which sometimes induce the British Government to 
waive a just claim, or to renounce a treaty right. Our action, 
therefore, with regard to the RicHARDson murder has taught 
them anew and important lesson. No longer can they sup- 
pose, as one of their Daimios once asserted, that all foreign 
nations, excepting Russia, could be insulted with impunity, 
and neither the Gorocio, nor the independent Daimios, will. 
now venture to treat us with disrespect. ‘The despatch read by. 
Mr. Layarp in the House of Commons on the 14th inst. with 
reference to the bombardment of Kagosima, contains a satis 
factory reply to the objections of the many writers and speakers 
who in their ignorance of the circumstances have so bitterly 
denounced that action, The course adopted by Admiral KurER, 
instead of being s0 horrible that the imagination, to quote an 
agent of the Peace Society, “reels and staggers ” before it, is 
now proved to have been alike judicious and humane; the 
“awful destruction of human life,” on which members of Par- 
liament recently enlarged with such unction, turns out to be a- 
myth, and tho agents of Sarsuma have declared that they ap- 
preciated the moderation displayed by Her Masesrr’s ahips. 
Qur comparative ignorance of Japanese home politics prevents 
us from altogether understanding the somewhat contradictory 
news which has reached us from that island empire. The 
proposition to close the port of Kanagaws, the letter 
of expulsion issued by OnaassawaRa, the rumour, 
if it were nothing more, that orders had been given for the de- 
struction of three-fourths of the silk-cocoons ; together with 
the proposed erection of batteries near Yokohama, and the in- 
ternal troubles of the Empire, might seem to imply that inter- 
course with foreigners is still repudiated and detested by the 
rulers of the land. But, on the other hand, we learn that many 
of the great feudal chieftains have themselves been encouraging 
and urging upon the Mirapo a liberal foreign policy ; our de 
mands upon one of them have been fully complied with; the 
Americans, who, on account of the attack on the Pembroke, also. 
claimed an indemnity, have received 100,000 dollars ; a new tb ne 
pulse, despite a temporary stagnation, has been given to trade ; 
SatavMa, who it was once thought was our arch-enemy, has preved 
a liberal-minded ally, and proposes to send a number of young 
men for education to this country; and, finally, it bas been, 
resolved to despatch a new Embassy to Europe—a proof, ever - 
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if it stood alone, that the warlike counsels which prevailed in 
the summer of last year are no longer in the ascendant. But 
this Embassy, although it may be regarded as a token of peace, 
will be despatched, it is said, for the purpose of effecting a 
compromise. The party in the country opposed to foreign 
trade is, we believe, becoming smaller every day. But it is 
nevertheless a strong party, and what it cannot secure by force 
it will atrive to gain by negotiation. Of this, however, we have 
had enough in times past. ‘The concessions by which we tried 
- to ingratiate ourselves with the Japanese, and the mild expostu- 
lations which followed their foul misdeeds, were perhaps honour- 
able to the heart, if not to the head, of a British statesman. 
For the future, it behoves us to assume a temperate but decided 
‘attitude; first to assure ourselves that we are acting with a 
fitting regard to public morality and justice, and then to steer 
right on—yielding not a jot to the representations of the 
Gonocio, unless convinced that it is judicious and expedient 
80 to do. 

* The great authority which has been delegated to Sir Rcraer- 
yorD ALcock will, we would fain hope, be used to the advan- 
tage of his countrymen in Japan, Important changes have 
ocourred since he left his onerous post at Yedo. Sir Roruer- 
Yorp knows better, perhaps, than any man what those changes 
portend. Long ago he was convinced that if we did uot with- 
draw altogether from the country our policy should be one of 
undeviating and consistent firmness; loug ago he was con- 
vinced that every point we yielded to the Japanese, merely for 
the sake of conciliating them, was yielded with certain detriment 
to our own interests. Doubtless, towards the Government of 
the Tycoon, Sir Roraerrorp Axcock will act as becomes a 
British Consul-General. We wish we could feel as certain that 
his conduct towards his own countrymen will be marked by 
urbanity and good feeling. The view entertained by Her 
Masesry’s Minister of his own merits is such as does not mis- 
become a gentleman who has risen in life by the sheer force 
Ofhis ability and perseverance. We wish for the sake 
of Englishmen in the Far East, that Sir RurnerForD ALCOcK’s 
opinion of their good qualities were at all equal to that wnich 
he has couceived for his own. 





TO PEKING V/A SIBERIA 


“We have received from the Rev. A. Wri a few notes of 
his journey through from London to Peking and Shanghai via 
Siberia. This route, as the railway advances across Siberia, 
will become, both from its novelty and the varied regions it 
traverses, a favourite trip with the more adventurous traveller. 
Indeed, it is possible that as the railway may be slow in 
stretching its iron arms along so vast a space, the prac- 
ticability aud safety of tho present existing land journey, as 
proved by Mr. Wyrit's narrative and other notices that have 
already appeared in this journal, will be sufficient to tempt 
those who are wearied of the monotony of tho sca voyage, 
to try the Russian overland route. To such ‘the information 
farnished in Mr. Wyute’s notes will be valuable. We shall take 
up the narrative with his departure from St. Petersburg :— 

From the 8th to the 18th August (1863) I remained in the capital, 
during which time, through the kindness of our ambassador, Lord Napier, 
Iobtained from the Minister of the Interior letters of introduction to all the 
Governors on the route from Nijni Novgorod to Irkutsk, besides a special 
open order for assistance, to be shown to any officials throughout the 
empire, if necessary. These were of great. assistance, and, with an intro. 
duction to the Governor-General of Eastern Siberia, from General Ignatieff, 
the bead of the Asiatic department, did much to facilitate my progress. 
Thadalso a pamport from the Governor-General of St. Petersburg, made 
out for St. Petersburg to Peking. On arriving at Kiachta, the frontier 
town, I found it was very important that Peking bad been named, and any 
ne proposing to make the same journey should be careful when at St. 
Petersburg to get the name “Peking inserted; else he may be detained 
an indefinite time on the frontier of Russia and Mongolia. It is true that 
4 passport is seldom if ever asked for after leaving Russia, but itis just 
possible it might be; and in such case the inconvenience would be serious. 
Mine was never demanded, but I sent it to be ristd by the Mandarin at the 
Great Wall, on entering China. 

On the 18th, at noon, | left St. Petersburg for Moscow, and arrived there 
next morning by eight. The temptation to linger in Moscow is very great, 
bet ti ye presous tothe traveller, so Ileftatten p.m. on the 2lst., by rail, 
for-Ni lovgorod, and reached that town early the following day, the 

being then just at its height. Here I remained till the 24th, 

and t-hen took a steamer down the Volga for Kagan, where I arrived the 
day ater atrixr.m. Left again at five p.m. on the 27th, by steamer, 
for’ Perm on the river Kama, and landed there about two P.M. on the Slat. 
Baydid Perm the only method of travelling is by post horses, As far as 
ithe posting is in the hands of a company, which has a cobtract with 

the G erament, Beyond there -it ig conducted directly by the Govern. 
ment. Up to one stage beyond Tumen the rate for horses is just double what 
it is from that point eastward. Having made the acquaintance ofagentleman

pany him as de voyage, and, provided with the various requi- 
sites for the journey, we started about midday of September 2, having 
hired @ tarantas to Ekaterinburg. This is a kind of open carriage, 
covered in with an apron and fall, without springs, but balanced on long 
poles between the fore and hind wheels, which are placed far apart. The 
road is tolerably good and somewhat interesting, though hilly. Travelling 
day and night, we reached Ekaterinburg in the afternoon of the 4th, 
having in the morning passed the marble obelisk that marks the boundary 
between Europe and Asia, on the Ural Mountains, We had expected to 
hire a tarantas from Ekaterinburg to Tumen, but found there was none 
to be had, and so were obliged to perform this part of the journey in the 
ecmmon post hibithas, which had to be changed at every stage. This 
occupied us from the evening of the 9th to the 11th, and we passed the 
night at Tumen. Road very good thus far; country flat and uninterest- 
ing. There I purchased a farantas, in which we continued our journey 
‘on the morrow, and reached the town of Omsk on the 19th, having had 
to slop three nights on the way for want of horses. This was the most 
wretched part of the road, with the most miserable weather that I expe- 
rieuced throughout the journey. At Omsk I had to seek for anew 
traveling companion, and soon fell in with a gentleman who was going 
to Irkutsk to occupy & post in the Government service. So I willingl 
waited a few days for him, and we started for Tomsk on the 25th, and, 
without stopping on the way, reached that town about midnight of the 
29th. Road very good, and fine weather most of the way, which went 
far to counterbalance the uninteresting character of the steppe country 
we were passing through. After a stoppage of two days at Tomsk, we 
got of again on the Ist of October, being the first day of snow I had 
seen in Siberia ; but the fall was slight and partial, as the country indicated 
between that and Krasnoyarsk, where we arrived on the 4th, and passed 
the night there. Resuming our journey on the following day, the coachman, 
who had been somewhat too free in his potations, upset the carriage on & 
very dark night. Fortunately, there was no further damage than break- 
ing a shaft, which detained us till the next morning, when we got it re- 

laced. With some other slight mishaps, we reachrd Irkutsk on the 12th. 
The roads in the government of Yennweci are excellent, but for six stages 
between Nijni Udinsk and Irkutsk the way is really dreadful. The coun~ 
try becomes much more hilly and picturesque as we apy h Irkutsk. 
From Irkutsk to Kiachta I travelled in company with a courier in the Im- 
perial service. The ye across the Lake Baikal in a steamer forms 
an agreeable break in this part of the journey, and although we were de- 
tained a day till a storm on the Lake had passed over, the interesti 
character of the neighbourhood scarcely allowed the stoppage to be fe 
as tedious. Leaving Irkutsk at midnight ofthe 16th, we arrived at Kiachta 
in the afternoon of the 20th, There I found Mr, Grant, who has gone 
out to supcrintend the telegraph and courier communication between 
London and Peking. 

‘There are two routes from Irkutsk to Kiachta. By the ordinary one 
the traveller is dependent on the steamer, which crosses the Baikal every 
Wednesday and Saturday, weather permitting, from March to Oclobers 
but in winter, when the Lake is frozen, it is traversed by sledges, and 
the mole distance, about 500 vents, might be accomplished in a day and 
a-half, or less. The other route is round the southern end of the Lake, 
through a difficult mountainous country, the distance being about the 
same; but there are 150 versts of the road yet unmade, and the journey 
would probably occupy a little more time. from Kiachta to Kalgan, on 
the Great Wall of China, the time occupied by the present postal system 
is eleven days, but a line of couriers might easily accomplish it in half _ 
that, time,“ ‘Two days more would complete the communication to 

eking. 

Reaching Kiachta on the 20th, by the 29th I had made all preliminary 
arrangements, including passport, commissariat, &e., and commenced my 
journey across the desert in a camel cart, the most tedious part of the 
whole route. A Mongol lama agreed to take me through ia twenty-five: 
days, which he faithfully accomplished, reaching Kalgan on the 
November. There I had to leave the cart which I purchased at Kiachta, 
as it is impossible for such a conveyance to.cross the mountains between 
that and Peking. So, having engaged a mule palanquin, with extra mules 
for baggage, I took my departure the following day, and reached Peking 
on the 28th, just four months and a day afer leaving London, eighty-six _ 
days out of which I had been actually on the journey. 

‘A fortnight was very agrecably spent in Peking and the neighbourhood, « 
and on the 14th Dec. I took my departure in @ Chinese covered cart, . 
reaching Tien-tein on the 16th; the river there being already frozen over, 
and all communication with the sea thus cut off, my only resource was to 
make the journey overland, either to Che-foo or to the Yellow River. 
Being desirous of visiting the foreign settlements at Teng-chow and Che- 
foo, f chose the former route, and am now the seventh day on my journey, 
being nearly halfway to the port where I hope to get a steamer for 
Shanghai. We are obliged to diverge considerably from the direct road, 
in consequence of the country being flooded by the waters from the Yel 
low River. 

Swaxcuat, Jan. 20, 1864.—As there has been no opportunity of 
posting this letter yet, I add a few lines to say that I reached Tang-chow 
city on the morning of New Year's Day, having found it necesary_to 
leave my cart about seven miles previously in consequence of the hilly 
nature of the road, and to proceed on a mule. I found the city me shut, 
in consequence of a riot among the students who had come up for exami- 
nation, above 4,000 in number. They had seized the magistrates of the 
district and prefecture on the previous day, and beaten and maltreated 
them. The gate was readily opened, however, on my application, and 
after spending half-a-day there, { continued my journey, arriving at the 
seaport of Che-foo the evening of the following day. There I was de- 
tained a week, and ultimately got away in the Sir H. Parkes steamer on 
the 10th, reaching this city on the 13th after a very favourable 
My journey from London to Shanghai has thus occupied more than fire 
months, but it will be observed that my stoppages have been many, and 
protracted. Where expedition is an object the same journey might be 
accomplished in half the time. Ihave found no didiculty in the way of 
travelling. ‘The Ressian officials proved most polite and obliging through 
out, with a very trifling exception, and I much prefer this route to the sea

Hexico, Ancient and Modern, by M. Miche. CHEVALIER, Sena- 
tor, and Member of the Institute,of France.— Messrs. Maxwell and 
Co., of Fleet-street, have certainly supplied the public with a 
couple of most opportune volumes, in putting forth a transla- 
tion of M. Chevalier’s work. The author had long been known 
asa writer on Mexico, for hewas years since quoted in M‘Culloch’s 
“ Geographical Dictionary ” as the best authority on the country 
since tke days of Humboldt ; but the information there spoken 
of never, we believe, appeared in a collected form, and had to 
be sought for, by those interested in the subject, out of the 
various numbers of the Journal des Délats in which the letters 
originally appeared. Now that Mexico has becomeone of thechief 
topics of the day, M. Chevalier has brought his personal know- 
ledge of the country and tho people to aid in the production of 
& book which has the merit of being complete in itself. The 
work is divided into eight parts. The first two treat of the 
Aztec empire, and its conquest by Cortes; the third, of Mexico 
under the colonial rule of Spain; the fourth, of the war of 
emancipation ; the fifth, of Mexico as an independent State ; 
the sixth, of the resources and future of the country; the 
seventh, of the motives for a European intervention, or of an 
intervention by France alone, in the aff of Mexico; the 
eighth and last, of the attempt to regenerate Mexico, viewed in 
connection with the present attitude of the Court of Rome to- 
wards modern civilisation, Most English readers have been 
made familiar with the first and second of the above divisions 
by Prescott’s “Conquest of Mexico”—a delightful work, but 
too limited in its scope for the exigencies of the present crisis. 
Just at this juncture wo want, as it were, a andbook of Mexico, 
that shall tell us not only the history of the past, aud bring it 
down to the present day, but also give us an insight into the 
capabilitics and future prospects of that vast territory, furnished 
by one competent to judge both of the material resources of all 
kinds which it contains, and uf the elements of progress to be 
found in the spirit of the people. This is the great merit of 
M. Chevalier's volumes, He lays the subject before us in its 
entirety ; we rise from the perusal satisfied that we need no 
further reference. In this regard, the author does himself but 
scant justice in the Introduction he has prefixed to the English 
translation. Written at least a twelvemonth after the publica- 
tion of the original, a feeling of astonishment is created as M. 
Chevalier enumerates the number of his predictions that have 
been fulfilled ; and he does not extend the catalogue to the 
ength he would have been justified in doing. The scientific 
expedition just commissioned to proceed to Mexico may fairly 
be claimed as the fruit of the suggéstion madeat p.226,Vol.II.:— 
“ A few years ago, when the expedition was organised thot was 
to plant the flags of the two great Powers of Western Europe 
in the capital of the Celestial Empire, the great propriety of 
having science represented.in it. by a numerous and brilliant 
constellation was lost sight of. The useful work that would not 
fail to have been done by such a commission would have been 
@ happy counterpoise to the burning of the Summer Palace.

There was then neglected an excellent opportunity of augment- 
ing our information, and probably of enriching our manufactures 
with new processes and agents.* Science, thus forgotten on 
the occasion of going to Peking, has a claim for reparation ; and 
we have the chance of offering it now that we are going to 
Mexico. The Emperor Napoleon II. cannot be insensible to 
the glory of renewing in one of the richest and most curious 
regious of the Western World the exploration which the founder 
of his dynasty organised so admirably for one of the countries 
of the East.” 

The decided tone in which M. Chevalier expresses himself on 
the attitude of the Court of Rome in its antagonism to every 
attempt at progress in a liberal path will surprise many who 
fancy that plain speaking is utterly prohibited in France. “So 
long,” he says, “as the policy of the Court of Rome shall not 
be completely changed in Europe, it is greatly to be feared that 
it will continue to favour the party of immobility in Spanish 
‘America, and especially in Mexico. So long as that party has 
such an auxiliary, it may be put to the rout on the battle-ficld 
—it may be hurled from power as often as it succceds in climb- 
ing thither—but it will never be definitely vanquished.  Irri- 
tated by the ever-reviving obstacles it will encounter, the 
Liberal party will continue to exhibit violence and ultraism. 
Good order will be impossible in the country, and anarchy will 
be perpetually raising its head, The French attempt at re- 
generation will be condemned to remediless miscarriage. So 
that we mect with the Roman Question again at Mexico, as 
difficult there as it is here.” Despite this misgiving, which has 
been too unhappily verified, M. Chevalier has no doubt about 
the brilliant future that awaits Mexico the instant it is relieved 
from the wasting anarchy which has prostrated its energies for 
the last half century. ‘The mineral wealth of the vast area 
still remaining to Mexico, despoiled, as it has been, of some ¢ 
its richest provinces by the grasping encroachments of the 
United States, is not yet half explored. There is reason ta 
believe that it still holds within its boundaries deposits of silver 
sufficient to restore that metal to its former relative abundance 
as compared with gold ; while the agricultural products of the 
country present a diversity almost unknown in any other part 
of the globe, unless, indeed, we may except Japan in the Eastern 
and Natal in the African world; and even these last are defi- 
cient in that adaptability to the cultivation of cereals which is 
a remarkable characteristic of the Mexican tableland. To 
develop this now latent wealth, M. Chevalier recognises the 
necessity of a large immigration of industrious settlers, and he 
points to China as the quarter from which they might be most 
readily introduced with benefit to themselves and the country 
of their adoption. Ho observes :— 

The Chinese in our day make their escape in every direction they 
willed as they are by the desire of flying from the arbitrary 
| régime under which they groan in their own land, an 
tracted into countries where Western or Christian civilisation holds sway, 
by the relative mildness of its laws, and by the protection almost every= 
where ensured there to the property and person of the industrious man. “A 
civilising Government that desired to attract to Mexico a large quantity 
of this laborious population would succeed in it with very little effort. Ie 
would be sufficient, in fact, to make a display of justice towards them, and 
to guarantee them against the insults and hard usage wrongfully heaped 
on them by the Anglo-Saxon colonists of California and Australia, In 
both those countries the Chinese have been subjected to exactions and ill- 
treatment. Threats of expulsion are continually hanging over their 
heads, and yet they remain there in tolerable numbers. If the Chinese 
knew a reyion where they would be protected equally with the Whites 
there would be no need of going to any expense in looking for them ; 
they would hasten thither of themselves in crowds. Few countries are 
situated so favourably as Mexico for becoming the goal of Chinese emi 
gration. From their application to labour and their intelligence 
commercial matters, they would be a valuable acquisition to the Mexican 
nation, Up to this day China has not been looked upon to the extent it 
ought to have been as an inexhaustible reservoir of population, whence 
might be drawn not only clever, sober, frugal, and indefatigable workers, 
but also traders of rare ability. Up toa certain epoch it was the fashion 
to apply to the inhospitable deserts of Scandinavia the pompous title of 
officina gentium. ‘That appellation may, at a day not far off, belong to 
China, in the sense of a belief being permissible that the course of 
events will caute numerous and countless hordes to issue from thence, 
who will direct themselves to far distant countries. Thanks to the prompt 
and economical means of communication afforded by modern civilisation, 
large migrations are becoming easy. We have just secn that hundreds 
of thousands of persons were annually conveyed to the United States 
before they were desolated by civil war, It would aot be more difficult 


to people Mexico with Chinese emigrants than the valley of the Missie. 



































© T would not have it supposed that Iam here forgetting the servi 
rendered by a person well informed, and much to be commended for 
zeal and covrage, who accompanied the expedition to Ching, But what 
could one single person do? This sole representative of French science 
having fallen into the hands of the Chinese, his mission was from that 
cause barren of results. All danger of the kind would have been averted 
by a scientific commission of small number.”

sippt, or the upper basin of the St. Lawrence, with the sons of Ireland or 
the cultivators of the banks of the Rhine or the Oder. It is admitted 
on all hands that an industrious population is the foundation of 
wealth. Nothing more is needed than that the Governments of 
those States whither it would be easy to bring Chinese, should bestow 
pains on such immigration, and be willing to enicourage it. The reason 
alleged in California and Australia by the abettors of proscription against 
the Chinese is, that they are too clever as workmen, that they labour too 
perseveringly, that they are too much inclined to live on a little, and that 
thence they are injurious competitors to the Whites. But the defects with 
which the Chinese are reproached are qualities to the taste of impartial 
men, and are what should make them sought for in such lands as Mexico, 
where the people too often present contrary dispositions. : 
We can dismiss these volumes with the recommendation 
that they are worthy a man of M. Chevalier’s reputation. Every 
page bears testimony to the ample and varied knowledge stored 
up in the writer’s mind, which enables him to satisfy his reader 
on every topic h2 touches, without extending his observations 
to tediousness or curtailing them to provoking brevity. The 
translation has becn executed, under the author's superintend- 
ence, by a gentleman long connected with the metropolitan 
press, whose reputation is a guarantee for its fidelity. Messrs, 
Maxwell, the publishers, have added much to the value of the 
book, by including in its contents a Map of Mexico, a thing 
wanting in the French original, though almost indispensable 
to a clear appreciation of the author's historical narrative and 
the deductious he desires to enforce, 

The Reference Shakspeare, compiled by Jouy B. MarsH.—The 
Tercentenary Year abounds in all kinds of publications intended 
to do honour to our great bard. The book just mentioned 
does great credit to Mr. Heywool, the Manchester publisher. 
in all that concerns paper, and print, and the commodious size 
of the volume, it beats out of the ficld every one of its compe- 
titors. And for those who want to"read Shakspeare, and to have 
a book really for reference and study, it possesses the precious 
singularity in these days of being without “ illustrations.” Mr. 
Marsh boasts that by four years’ labour he has drawn up an 
index, containing a list of 372 subjects, illustrated by 6,504 
separate passages, connected by a total of 11,000 references, 
The latter are printed marginally, acd the reader is referred 
from one reference to the other till he meets with the passage 
he isin search of. ‘I'he system will require some patience and 
practice for its ready use, but the advantage is that you gain in 
one pertable volume text and concordance too. We trust Mr. 
Marsh is proceeding with his labours, and that in a future edi- 
tion the scheme will be so enlarged as to be almost complete. 
It is easy to see that the plan is capable of great development, 
and well deserves it—Mr. Cassell brings out an Illustrated 
Shakspeare, of which the most that can be said in its praise is 
that it is exceedingly cheap. 

The publishing season again shows activity. As regards 
Oriental matters, we have two volumes from Professor East- 
wick, entitled Journal of a Diplomate’s Three Years in Persia, 
full of amusing pictures of the life and manners of that in- 
teresting nation.—Mr. Christopher Cooke’s Journey Due East 
is a work in one volume, containing the journal of a five 
months’ trip to Lower Egypt, Palestine, and Turkey, in the 
winter of 1862-63, returning by Athens and Rome to London. 
The embellishments consist of illustrations and a map—A 
most importaut addition to English Political Biography is made 
by The Diary of Mary Countess Cowper, the wife of Lord Chan- 
cellor Cowper, and Lady of the Bedchamber to the Priucess of 
Wales from 1714 to 1720. The book is a selection from 
papers in the possession of the family, and is of rare value, 
illustrating, as it does, a period in the early times of the House 
of Brunswick not hitherto so openly unfolded to the public eye. 
—Mr. Forster's Sir John Eliot, a Biography, isa life of the great 
statesman and patriot of the times of JamvsandCharles the First. 
‘The author published a work on the same subject very many years 
ago. The present, however, is not a reproduction under altered 
forms of materials already accessible, but an eutirely new con- 
tribution to the knowledge of the period. The volumes each 
conclude with a copious index, and there are two fine steel por- 
traits—In Fiction, Sir Victor's Choice, in three volumes, by 
Miss Annie Thomas, will achieve a greatsuccess, No one that 
begins to read will lay it down till the last line is reached — 
The Town of the Cascades is a novel intwo volumes by an author 
whose name carries us back to the days of our youth, Michael 
Banim ‘is the survivor of the brothers who wrote the “Tales of 
th8'O'Hara Family,” and all who retain—and who that has 
once read them does not ?—a recollection of those stirring nar- 
Tatives, will welcome the reappearance of the name in the 
publisher's list, The new story is full of clever dramatic illus- 





trations of Irish lifeand character, and is one of tho few tales 
about drink and drunkards where the reformation of the sot 
is worked out with a healthy and wiso-hearted sympathy, free 
from the improbable or the sentimentally mawkish— Peculiar ; 
@ Tale of the Great Transition, by Epes Sargent, ia an Ameri- 
can novel, that will delight such as have Northern proclivities, 
for it is clever and vigorous, Ail the virtues are placed to the 
credit of the Northerns, while those born south of Mason’s and 
Dixon’s line enjoy a monopoly of meanness, vulgarity, and ras- 
cality.—Though writing on a subject foreign to our columns, 
we must signalise the appearance in type of Viscount Amber- 
ley, the eldest son of Earl Russell, an essay by whom has been 
reprinted from the North British Review, under the title of A 
Few Words on Clerical Subscription in the Church of England.— 
A copy has been forwarded to us of The Psalter; with the 
Canticles and Hymns of the Church Pointed for Chanting. This 
very cheap publication, only eightpence, will be very serviceable 
for churches abroad where the congregation may incline to 
adopt the custom alluded to. The pointing is excellently done 
by Mr. Bentley, the Head Master of Cheetham College, Man- 
chester. 

Charles Auchester and Miss Jewsbury’s Sorrows of Gentility 
are the volumes last added to Messrs. Smith and Son’s Select 
Library. The tales are so well known that we need do no 
more than record the ugreeable fact that they are now to be 
had in tho convenient and neat form of the set of publications 
known under the title just mentioned, with its superior paper 
and letterpress and excessively moderate price. 

Of Serials, we have before us the Brothers Dalziels’ Arabian 
Nights and Vicar of Wakefield. The spirit of the illustrations 
to the former induces us almost to withdraw our former ex- 
pression of dislike to the cartoon-like style of the engravings, 
As to the latter, we must reiterate our objection to over-illus- 
tration. The cheapness of each of the above is wonderful; 
but if they aro intended for slender means, why such a waste 
of ornament ?—The artistical portion of Mr. Cassell’s JUus- 
trated Pilgrim's Progress is beyond all praise, and no wonder 
can be felt at the work’s obtaining the immense sale that has 
rewarded the enterprising publisher. The principle that pre- 
sided over the conception of the Popular Educator, issued from 
the same warehouse, is, we confess, beyond us, It is true you 
have something of everything in each part at a very low price ; 
but, if price be the object, why compel the purchaser to buy 
everything at once? The man who wants a page of French 
need not surely have his pocket mulcted in a page of Greek at 
the same time.

Ascension. 

‘An enormous cylinder, weighing $0 tons 16 cwt. 1 qr. 26Ib., intended 
for Her Majesty,s iron ship Minotaur, in the Victoria Docks, was 
received at Woolwich from Mosers. John Penn and Son, having been 
conveyed by a team of 30 horses. 

Orders were received at Portsmouth from the Admiralty to defer the 
embarkation of troops and naval supernumeraries for China on board the 
screw troopship Adventure, and to send the ship out to the Quarantine 
anchorage at the Motherbank to wait further orders. A case of smallpox 
having occurred on board is the cause of these measures having been taken. 
This disease is just now very rife in Portsmouth and its suburbs, as it is in 
many other parts.

By the latest advices from Nagasaki, we (Army and Navy Gazette) 
learn that Her Majesty’s Ship Leopard was the only English man-of-war 
in-barbour, and the Dutch corvette Medusa. There were a great number 
of merchant ships in harbour, but no cargoes for them; consequently, 
‘™many were leavingin ballast for Shanghai, where freights were rising. 
We regret to learn that small-pox had broken out and bad touched the 
shipping. Very many caves had made their appearatce on board the 
Leo 3 they were, however, immediately transferred to a temporary 
‘hospital on shore, and the utmost sanitary precautions taken. The large 
Dutch forces were expected daily to exact compensation for the attack on 
the Medusa in the inland sea last year. Again we hear complaints from 
officers who are so unfortunate as to be stationed at Nagasaki, in conse- 
quence of no regular mail touching there, as the steamer earryiog the 
mail goes direct from Shanghai to Yokohama, and so returas, the result is 
that the officers and ships’ companies of vessels lying in this harbour can 
only receive their letzers, &c., when any of Her Majeny's ships are detached 
for eervice in this isolated part of the coast,

The directors of the Agraand United Service Bank (Limited)

£5,000 to superannuation fund, and £15,000 to building fund, carrying 
forward £10,568, 10s. 2d. to credit of profit and loss account for the cur. 
Tent year. Since last annual m« ig the directors have purchased desir- 
~able premises in Sydney, and have secured land at Shanghai, Kurrachee, 
and Madras, in view to the erection of suitable buildings for the branches 

of the bank at those ports,

At the General Court of Directors of the Governor and Com- 
pany of the Bank of England, the Governor announced that the 
- net profits for the half-year ending 29th February last amounted 
to £756,143, making the rest on that date. £3,77.2,770. After 
‘providing for a dividend of 54 ‘per cent. the rest would be 
£3,008,738. A dividend was accordingly declared of 5} per 
per cent., without-deduction for income tax. As this dividend 
» @xoreded the last, it was necessary to adjourn the court to con- 
firm the same by ballot. The return was not so favourable as 
anticipated. ‘The public deposits show a decrease of £292,653, 
the total representing £8,570,711,.and the private deposits an 
increase of £670,826, the. aggregate standing at £13,105,800. 
The private securities exhibited an increase of £159,353, the 
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total being £20,657,580. The reserve of notes presents an 
increase of £275,790, the amount standing at £8,013,960.

When he is in possession of some savings. even the artisan submits insen— 
sibly to the attraction of commercial ventures; and by the accumulation 
intoone mass of a number of insignificant deposits, a great part of the 
trade of this country is rendered lucrative and safe. 

Amongst the causes which have led to the great recent increase in the 
number of joint-stock companies is the continued development of com- 
merce. Special circumstances, such as the large amount of unemployed. 
capital afloat since the outbreak of the American war, the strength of the 
bullion reserve of the Bank, in consequence of the conservative policy 
pursued by its Board, tie large profits realised in most trades during 
the past year, have afforded great facilities for the introduction of new 
associations to the public, and have greatly encouraged their formation ; 
but the chief motive has been the general extension of commerce and 
of trade. 

It would be difficult to say whether all the new companies are really 
required, or whether sufficient field is in all cases open for their operations. 
The state of the money market for a long time past has admitted of the 
realisation of unusual profite by the banking associations and firms, and, 
in consequence, we have an array of fresh combinations which ground 
their own hopes on the prosperity of the older institutions. Certainly 
the extension of the banking system is advantageous. While it was for- 
merly necessary for every merchant or trader, even for every individual, to 
keep sufficient specie or notes at hand to meet bis wants, all can now dis 
pense with both ; and, by means of cheques, the internal financial system 
of the mercantile community is regulated with the utmost ease. There 
may, however, be danger in the too great extension of facilities to credit. 
By the payment of a commission on his account, it is possible for a trader 
to comu.it the transaction of his business to a bank ; and as the profits of 
the bank are great in proportion to the extent of the entries upon the 
passbook, there is some reason to fear that in competing for business the 
new banks may oterstcp the bounds of prudence ia their advances, and 
incur loss. 

With regard to the Credit Associations —whose operation in this country 
is altogether of recent date—there is no doubt ample opening for their 
exertions. It is true that the banks and great financial firms previously 
transacted the business for which they now compete. Nevertheless, the 
profits they have in the course of a few short months realised show that 
there was a work for them to do, and point out how they will facilitate 
great undertakings, and scatter on every side the advantages and profs 
that were formerly absorbed by a few individuals,
